The Examiner reviewed Applicant's remarks and amendments to claims: 

a) Applicants have deleted reserving [by] the data transmission units of the 
telephone network, which clearly changes the scope of the claim. 

b) Applicants contend that Leleu in view of Corwith fail to teach, "determining at 
the respective terminating end whether the credit transmitted is valid" (see remarks 
page 6). 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Examiner was very clear in the Office 
Action made Final, dated 1/11/06, which was in response to Pre-Appeal Request 
(please see Examiners Office Action Made Final, dated 1/11/06). 

c) Applicants continue to argue that control is done "by two control units based at 
a terminating end of the respective terminals and decentralized from the centralized 
network. Accordingly, these claims recite that the data transmission units are controlled 
by the terminal end not the centralized network" (see top of page 7). 

The Examiner is not sure what Applicants are trying to say. The nodes or routers 
as taught by Leleu appear to still apply because the nodes or routers appear to be 
renamed "two control units based at a terminating end".
